TORCHLIGHT PARADE AND HEX BONFIRE

mony and community sing-along. 

According to Scandinavian folklore, tossing straw hexes into the flames of the 
bonfire brings good luck and freedom from evil spirits to those who pitch a straw 
doll into the fire. 


During preparation for the 1980 Festival, the hexes were no where to be 
found and none were tossed into the bonfire. This maybe the reason why Miss 
Scandinavia 1980 had a terrible time keeping her crown on. The straw hexes are 
made each year by the Scandinavian Festival Court and volunteers.

2000 HONORED SCANDINAVIAN IMMIGRANT 


Liv Thorsrud Paulsen 
NORWEGIAN IMMIGRANT 


F Liv Thorsrud Paulsen was born in Lillehammer, Norway on 
: January 25, 1924. As a young girl, she moved with her family to 
Porsgrunn, Telemark, Norway where her father was transferred 
as the Superintendent of the school. 

April 9, 1940 is a day she will never forget. That is the day 
Germany attacked Norway. Her home was occupied for 5 years 
of German officers while they were still living there. She could 
tell a lot of stories about those years. She graduated from high 
school in 1941 and was hired as a Dental Nurse and trained on 
the job as a Dental Assistant at the School Dental Clinic. While 
she worked at the clinic she volunteered at the Red Cross 
“Hjelpecorps” she called it. There they were trained in what to 
do in case of bombing and to care for the patients in the hospi- 
tal. She kept the job at the Dental Clinic because the salary was good, Red Cross was vol- 
unteer and no pay, but good nursing training. Every time there was an air-raid, she had to 
put on the Red Cross armband so she could pass the German guards. 

Her dad and oldest brother were in the resistance so it was scary times for their fami- 
ly. After the war she met Clemet Paulsen in Oslo. They were married in Porsgrunn in 1947 
and came to America on their honeymoon. They got hooked on America and immigrated 
in 1949. After missing out on their teen years during the war, the were hungry for adven- 
tures, discoveries and fun. 

They both had relatives in the U.S. and they all invited them to visit. In 1956 they set- 
tled in Clatsop County because Clemet started work with Crown Zellerbach. Liv has 
worked for hospitals in Astoria, Longview, Washington, and Chico, California. She has also 
worked in different places in Seaside: Bjorklunds, TerHars, Frandson Jewelry and Holladay 
Place Dept. Store. 

Liv has a daughter, Julie, a teacher at Broadway School and a son, Harold, a forester 
for Willamette Industries. She has 6 grandchildren, and 1 great grandson. She also had 
twins in 1960, but they are both deceased.

FINNISH IMMIGRANTS 


Hannele was born in Puumala, Finland on March 17, 1954. Jari Ranta vis- 
ited Finland in 1971. He had been in Florida with his family for 3 years. 
Hannele and Jari met in Puumala. Jari asked Hannele to come to Florida with 
him but Hannele refused. Jari returned to Finland next summer and soon they 
were engaged. When Jari went back to Florida, Hannele came with him this 
time. Hannele stayed in Florida for 6 months and worked in a large nursery. 
They returned to Finland where they were married. Jari’s mother, 2 sisters 
and brother also traveled to Finland for the wedding. 

They made their home in Florida and in 1974, Hannele and Jari moved to 
Astoria. Jari bought a share in the Astoria Plywood Mill and worked there 
until the mill closed. Hannele worked for Bumble Bee Seafood Company 
until its closure.

Kai Nyberg 
SWEDISH IMMIGRANT 


Kai was born in Tojby, Finland to John and Linda Nyberg on November 28, 1940. His family started 
the process to come to the U.S. in 1949-50. Finland’s economy was 
depressed following WWII. Making a decent living was difficult. 
Finland had an immigration quota and Kai’s father had to have a job 
and a sponsor before they could come to the U.S. Kai’s mother, father, 
sister, Liz, and brother, Carl and Kai arrived in Astoria on the 4th of 
July, 1952. 
Kai’s maternal grandmother was born in Sweden and his maternal 
grandfather was born in Finland. His father’s parents were both born 
in Finland. They Nyberg family tree has been traced to the 1600s. 
Swedish kings would send loggers to Finland to cut timber for their 
ships. The community where they lived in Finland is the most dense- 
ly populated Swedish-speaking community in the world. 
Approximately 98% of the population is Swedish. About 6% of 
Finland’s total population are Swede-Finns. 
Kai attended schools in Astoria and graduated in 1961. He joined the 
Marine Corps after high school and served for 3 years. He went to 
work for Bumble Bee Seafood for 1 1/2 years and in 1966, went to 
work for Crown Zellerbach’s Wauna Mill. Kai retired in 1996 and moved with his family to Bend, Oregon. 
Kai’s family consists of his wife, Becky, oldest son, Kirk (34), daughters Colleen and Carin (both 29) 
and youngest son, Kevin (17). His oldest daughter Marcy (31), son-in-law Kurt and 3 grandkids, Joel (12),

Kai has been back to Finland and Sweden visiting relatives in 1986 and 1991. His hobbies and activ- 
ities since retiring are: babysitting his granddaughter, downhill skiing, snow shoeing, hiking, biking and 
yard work.

: ARCHY 
DENMARK, Europe’s OLDEST MON 


Denmark, the oldest monarchy in Europe, also Te the pias! 
It is called “Dannebrog”. It is thought that this flag, s oyiie a white 
cross on a red field, was a gift from the Pope for t it t aaa! cru- 
sade against eastern pagans. The earliest account of t Bie 
Dannebrog dates back to the 1500's, with the flag estab ishe ae 
naval ensign. It became the standard of the Danish Army in ae . The ® ne 
name, Dannebrog, probably derives from the Frisian words “dan section 3 an 
“broge” which originally meant a colored cloth. Although the Faroe Islands belong to 
Denmark, they fly their own flag. It has a small red cross within a larger blue cross over 


a white field. 


FINLAND, INDEPENDENT REPUBLIC IN 1917 


The Finnish flag features a blue cross on a white field. According 
to tradition, the design was proposed by poet, Sakari Topelius, in the 
1860's. He said that the colors symbolized “the blue of our lakes and 
the white snow of our winters.” It was made official about six months 
after Finland achieved its independence after World War I. The Aland 
Islands are between Finland and Sweden. They are mostly populated 
by people of Swedish descent but administered by Finland. The flag 
of the Aland Islands shows this blend with a small red cross within a larger yellow cross 
over a blue field. 


ICELAND, INDEPENDENT REPUBLIC IN 1944 


Iceland was a Danish possession during the 1800’s, became a 
state of Denmark and finally was made independent in 1944. Its 
national flag consists of a small red cross within a larger white cross 
over a blue field. The blue represents the sky, the white is the promi- 
nent snow, and the red symbolizes the fiery volcanoes. This flag was 
used when Iceland gained its independence. 


NORWAY, A ConsTITUTIONAL MONARCHY 


After being ruled by Denmark from the 14th century until 1814 
and then untied with Sweden for nearly a century, Norway became 
an independent country in 1905. The present design of a small blue 
cross within a larger white cross over a field of red appeared as the 
merchant on in the 1820's. It was not used nationally until the 
late 1890’s and became the official national flag in 1905. 


SWEDEN, ConsTITUTIONAL MONARCHY 


Sweden’s flag with the yellow cross and the light blue field is 
probably derived from an ancient state coat-of-arms. In 1569, Johan 
III wished that the gilded (yellow) cross of the traditional coat-of- 
arms should appear on all Swedish banners, standards and flags. 
During the reign of King Gustav Adolphus, this design became
